The great: SpeRators of your Majeſties wildome, whoſe daily 
exerciſe is to multiple the Obje, in the Artificiall glaſſes of fraud 
and flattery,are fo diltrated with the infinite faces of the Counterteit, 
as they cannot diſecrne the blemiſhes of the truc,but we that know 
neither the benefit nor uſe of ſuch Court ProſpeRives,and haveno 
other way to underſtand your Majeſty then by your workes, doe 
{-to our great greife ) perceive a-pumber of defcas that cover the 
glory of your Raigne as in a cloud, and much allay the reverence 
dus to the other excellencies of your perſ5n, For my owne part |

The Sources from whence it rifeth are two, diſorder at home and 
diſhonour abroad. For the firſt I mnſt confefle, I am not fo well 
read in the late booke of Pattents, as that I can make any long dif- 
courſe upon that Subje&, and therefore will leave it to the lower 
houſe of Parliamsnt, which is the true Chriſtall fountains that will 
not onely preſent to your Majeſtics view ( as in a mirrour ) all the 
fouls [pots of the Commoneweale,but ſerve you at the fame time with 
water to waſh them out, 

\ But for the other which toucheth more to the quicke all gencrous 

Spirits,and ſo excells in matters of Complaint (as till it receive rc- 
drefſe ) all other clamors ought to hold their peace, I dare pretend 
to know aſmuch of it as any other, and perhaps more then comes 
to the (hare of a private gentleman to know, It having been of late 
I know not by what Inclination of my Genizs, not onely the choſen 
fruit of my outward obſcryation , but the very nouriſhment of my 
fad and folitary thoughts. _ If then your Majeſty will give me leave 
to execute my Melancholly office of telling truth, and freely adver- 
tile you what this grand greivance 1s, that cryes ſo loud for repara- 
tion in all voyces and all hearts, Itis a jult incenſment ofthe decay 
of our Countries honour, a trade wherein we were wont to out-buy 
all our Neighbours and make the great Ingroſſer of the Yeſt-Indies 
himſelfe Bankrupt. But (ſince your Majeſty came to be our Soycraignc, 
leak we ſhould be to proud of fo great an addition, it ſeemes the 
hand of Heaven hath thought good to curbe our felicitic in this 
poinit. For we have lived to fee that ſtocke of forraigne Reputati- 
on, which that great Queens your Predeceſlor left us, quite vanie 
ihed and brought to nothing ; And for acquiring of new it is thing 
{o long ſince growne out of uſe,as that it may very well be rancked 
amongit taoſe other Inventions we have loſt through the iniquitic of 
tie tunes, 

The old compaſſe of Honour is quite forgotten, and our Pylots 
noW a daycs have no other courſe then that of their own fortunes, 
according to which they tack and vntack all publique affaires. No 
maryecl| then it we fee the goodly: veſſelVof {tate miſguided, and 
{himefully expoſed to all manner of dangers, ſometimes by being 
rannc a ground upon the ſands of ſhallow and yncertaine policic, 
2ut molt of all by being kept at Anchor ( full as it is of leakes and 
rotten ridos ) ta the deeps Gulfe of ſecurity, where it takes in more 
matter of ruine and Corruption in fix Moncthes, then can be pumpt 
out againe 1n ſfeyen yeares, Nor can'our Stateſmen excuſe their neg- 
gence hereatter, with ſaying the wind did not ſerve, for never did 
Heaven blow more fayourably to our advantage then it hath done of 
ate, had we the gracs to have fitted our fayles to the fairenciſe of the

| a long time upon this unfortunareſtate, and (till continuzsof that pro- 
digious force, as for oughtT ſee, unleſſe God of his mercy putto his 
helping hand, it will rather (inck us then ſufferusto goc forward in any 
courſe, that teads to our proſperity.

Ir 
ſcemes they bave forbidden us under paineof their high diſpleaſure ts 
dealeany more in matters of worth, and reſerving to themſelves the 
rich prizes and eriamphs of the time, have thought it ſufficient to ſheare

the Eaſt- Indics, andthinkes themſclves our fcllowes in any ground of 
Chriſtendome. 

Theſe things are the more 1rkeſotne to us, by 'reaſon wee didleaſt 
expe them at your Majcltics hands, for who would have thought, wee 
ſhould have lolt, bur infinitely gained by changing the more weaker 
Sexintothe more Noble, to bee our Commander, and having withall 
'to bootethe onely Nation inthe World that could compare with us in 
yalour to bee our fellow Souldiers; but the event ſhewes wee are in no- 
thing more miſcrable then tn that weehad ſo much reaſon to thinke 
our ſelves happy. For now we ſec, how contrary to our hopes all things 
haveſucceeded, and how vilcly wee have ſuffred our brave poſlibili- 
ties to paſſo away one after another as in a dreame, -our grerteſt com- 
forts are changed into equall deſpaire, and our molt reputed bleſſings 
into moſt apparent curſes. | 

Ofall the bleſlings that difſcend from Heaven'to Earth, there is none 

to bce received with more praiſe and thankfulneſle then that of peacesz = . 
but a man may have too much of his Fathers bleſſing; and I feare wes | 
have too mach cauſe to complaine of your Majcſtics unlimited peace,

how hardly we can ſpare mony, and how cafily men. There are 
many thouſands of your Majcſtics able and proper fcllowes that Iye 
languiſhing and ready to rebcll. for want of imployment, And T. 
| hope none will deny that Eng/i/omes can carne their wages at this. 
works aſyycll as any other Nation. Sure I amit is to bs found in. 
B3 - —_— 
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every good Hiſtory, tfat forraigne Princes upofi a day &f Battaile; 
have thought it none of their worſt ſirattagems to clad a great part 
of their Souldiers in E7/if Caſſocks to make chemlelycs more terri- 
_ ble to the Enemy. 

(out Mansfield is a gallant man,and deſerves not onely to be 
wcll paid,but highly rewarded for the good fzrvicehe hath done your 
Maicſty in that Country, where had he not arrived when he did, thoſe 
few all-worthy Countrimen of ours, that would not goe a\yay before 
they ſaw the laſt danger come, had beene miſerably facrificed to the 
Spaniards Butchery, which would have made a preat part ofus have 
Worne blacke in England a _ while, but nothing would have 
laſted blacke ſo long as the ſtory of it, which when Polterity came 
to read, they would certainly have blurred that part of your Raigne 
With tcarcs; but as he came thither by an Accident, ſo for ought 
we know,he may goe away with another, And therefore jt were fit 
to provide more certaine Souldiers for ſo ccrtaine a Warre, For as 
my Lord Digby did very well towards the end of his Narration, obſerve:

theyg2: for, the ſooner. In plaine tcarmes ( Sir ) the Palatinare is 

all ſeared for us co make Warre ing it vcing both remote from the 
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Sea, and ſurrdundeg on all fides with our Encmies, whom the Pope 
hath tycd together like Sampſens Foxes tajles 3 to fer theſe our parts 
of Chriſtendome on fire ; for which purpoſe they call themſclyes the 
Catholique league, and bave the Catholique King for their head, who 
ſticks cloſe to them in all adventures, whereas your Majeſty for whar 
criume,I know not, hath long fince beheaded the poore Proteſtant, 
vnion, and-left it as a body without a foule, yet it is not 1o dead: 
and burycd, but that there is hope it will rife againe at the firſt ſound 
of your Majeſties Trumpet, and joyfully receive from your better Ic 
folutions,a ſeccnd and more durablc life. : 
Ot all the parts belonging to it, the caſiclt to be reſuſcitated and . 
moſt uſctull for the preſent buſinefſe, are tho vnited Provinces of the 
Low-Countrics, as being the ſtrongeſt and necreſt to the head, during 
this time of diſſolution, They have bin faine to do the Office of the 
Breaſt to give your Children ſuck, but are indecd the Armes, and 
would cre this have carried them into their own Country, had they 
not had their hands full of the common Enemy at home. If then 
your Majeſtic defires the Spariards foot out of the Palativate, the 
ſpecdicſt courſe will be to give the Hollanders your belping hand jn 
Flanid:rt, or &f yo" ſecret Alliance with Spare,willnot beare ſuch: 
an. immediate aQ. of Hoſtility from your ſclfe, you may for Ceres» 
monies ſake lct the Prince your ſonne in Law have an Army to 
diſpoſe of as he ſhall ſee cauſe, alwaycs proyided that you Councell 
him ynderhand to his beſt advantage, fo ſhall the Spaniard be paid. 
in his own Coyne, and our Princes reſtorcd to their own poficfiions, 
Whereas if you confine the ARions to the bare Palatirare, and cons 
tent your ſclſe with the Doves innocency,and that you ſee the Encmy 


as wiſc as 2 thouſand Serpents, it will never have an cnd, but 


draw it ſclfe into ſuch a Cirde of continuall trouble, as we may 
looke to ſee adozen yearcs hence, two ſuch Armies keeping one ati» 
other at a Bay in the Pal/atin«te, as they do now in the Lows 
Countries, I will not ſhew o little reſpeRt to your Majeities judge» 
ment,as totalke any longer info cleare a Caſe, but wil here conclude 
my rcafons with my prayers, humbly beſecching your Majeſty todo 
your telfe and Chriſtendome right in theſe great affaires, and Ict it 
be no longer faid that the Spaniard hath more wit then the Engl 
Eye-(ight, or that the King of Spines Coſen Germaines removed, ars 
necrer of Kin to him, thenyour Majeſties own Children are © you. 

It remaines now that 1 fpeake a word or two in the bcbalfe of 
Gods Children our Brethren in France, againſt whom the Fire» 
- gr-ng Hell have kindled a perſecution without all _ 


Tt being tho Heayenly cauſe of Religion and noother for whuch they 
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| are tnade to ſuffer, whercin your Majcſtic and the States have aſmuch 
Intereſt as \it is poſſible for a man 'to have when his Neighbours 
houſe is on firc;indced fo much as would ill bzcome a private man to put 
you in minde of at any time but this, whenit ſeemes a dead ſleep had 
poſleſſed all the land. Thevigillant Parliament hath layen Sentiucl pardve 
and diſcoucred the Encmics approaches but cannot be heard, The 
watchmen of your Pallace that ſtand in high places,though they cannot 
but 1ce the danger, yet darc they not give the Alarum for feare of dife 
quieting your Majeſty: Laſtly, and worſt of all, the Churchmen whe 
arc the ſccrs of //-e/, and ought to diſcris from the holy place the 
Philiftim:s and their plots, arc they that doe moſt of all connive 
at the (tupidity of the time, all of chem allcadging for exculc of their 
weakeneſle the ſtrong opinion that they have of your Majcſtics able- 
neſſe; for (ſay they ) it 1s in vaine cither to advertiſe or adviſe your 
Majeſty of any thing tuuching Government, becauſe they are aflared 
you know aſmuch of it as morrall men can comprehend, and for my 
part] thinke a great deale more, otherwiſe it could not be, that = 
procecdings ſhould fo vary as they doc from the whole current of hy» 
enanc diſcourſe. 
' I grant that all wiſe Princes have reſerved to themſelyes certaine 
caſas of ſtate, which the politique people call Arcave /mpery,andaye 
Could be two injurious to your Majeſties power and wiſdome if 
we {hould grudge you the like Priviledge ; But alas we that have 
reaſonable ſoules and cannot but uſe them in ſo apparent a matter, do 
find a great dealc of differeace betweene your Majeſty and other 
Princes in this point-For though they have locked up in their broafts 
their incommunicadle purpoſcs, and ſo worke upon divers occaſions, 
as that the cfe&ts have beene ſcene to come abroad before the cauſe

For notwithſtanding the great Promiſ:s your Majeſtic had made 
them, they met with no man but could tell them, they would bee 
deccived in their expeQations, which yet they would not belceve, till 
at: laſt they ſaw nothing done, becauſe your Majeſtic told thom (as 
became a great Prince) that they were not a people you had any rea» 
ſon to flatter or difſemble with ; for 1f you had not liked their cauſe, 
you would have told them ſo at the firſt, Put alas, what are they the 
better for your Majeſties liking of their cauſe ? That ſhewes onely 
the goodneſſe of your Indgement , but doth no way leſſen the bit= 


terneſſe of their calamity, 
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4 hope they Rad, it Would produce any good eff<&, but becauſe they 
| knew it was a courſe molt ſutable to your Majelties inclination, 
Hereupon your Majeſty thought good to fend my Lord of Doxs 
caſter into France, to mediate their peace, In the choſe of whole per- 
ſon, they thought themſelves aſmuch gratificd, as in the Embaſſie it 
ſelfe, For though they were but Strangers and newly arrived in 
your Court, yet they learned ( as indeed who could. not tell them) 
what a ſpotlcfſe and open hearted affeRion that Lord beares to the 
trne (crvice of God and his Maſter 3 But in this imploymeant his 
well-wifhes were his owac, and his inſtruQions your Majcſties; And 
how farre ſoever the one went before, he was bound to follow theo=—= 
' ther. All thathe could doc voluntary was, to uſe his belt diligence 
in matter of time, as I aſſure my ſelfe he did, though it was his muſ- 
fortune to meet with many heavy rubbes ; For being arrived at the 
French Kings Campe, the Canons made ſuch a noiſe betore St. Moyn- 
24hon, that he could not of a long time bee heard, and when with 
much adoe, he ha4 procured that favour, the Anſwer he reccived was 
fo unſavouric, as both himſelfe and his bulineſle fell ficke upon it, by 
which occaſton, more time was ſpent in this one Voyage, then our An= 
celtors were wont toſpend in Conquering balfe France, and after all 
this, he came home pittifully complaining of the ill fatisfaRion hee 
bad rcccived, Nevertheleſle, your Majelty would not take his faithfull 
accompt for finall payment, but thought 1t worthy your labour to ſend 
him againe furniſh:d (as the world conceived) with ſtronger Charms 
then before, but the cffeas ſhewed all was one, for he found the 
oung King as obſtinate as cyer in the perſuite of his Armes, and not tg 
c perſwaded to lay them downe upon bare intreatics; and (to 
{pcake truth) it was not to be expe&cd at his hands : For hee had 
no reaſon to increaſc the obligation, his Proteitant SubjeRs had to 
your Majeſtic, by (hewing them any favour at your inſtance, ſince it is 
well known, a great part of the animoſity he beares them, procceds 
mecercly out of Icalouic he hath, that they have too much dependan= 
Clc already upon you, Had your Majclticuſed the fame perſwaſion for 
them, as Edward the fourth did to Lews the eleventh, to let him make 
th: Duke of Brizt4ine alone, I doubt not but his Counſcll ( as fierce a 
Warrter as he is) would have adviſed him for the beſt, But this was 
a point of Rhetoricke beyond this Lords Commiſſion, and all that 
+ was lawfull for him to urge, was eaſily avoyded, cither by flat re- 
 fafall, or vaine excuſall, {> as hs was forced the ſecond time to re- 
_turne out of Fr.4"ce, withou: leaving behind him any (i gnc he had been 
 Were,but what appcared heengat home by my Lord Treaſurers Ac- 
Compts, Tacre having bens iflucd out of the Exchequer for the de- 
| a Es fraying 
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fraying of this fruitlcfſe Embaſſic, as much money, as would haye 

fatisficd a great part of the poore Churches neceſſitics, as your Maje= 
ſtic came afterwards to conſider, though to late, when you told the Ne« 
pn you could have withed you had given them the moneyes my 

,ord of Doncaſter had, and would coſt in this Treaty, And we doubt 
the one would have done them a great deale more good then the other, 
For, they were ſofarrc from receiving any benefit by your Majcſtics 
interceſſion , as it did rather infinitely diſadvantage them, then any 
wayes ſlacken or appcaſc the fury of their Prince, who continucd his 
Aſlaults upon them every day more cruell then other, And yet it was 
of fach force with them,{as not to aggravate matters and ſorender your 
Majeltics pious cndeavours more difficulty )they impoſed meaſure and 
modettie upon their Armes, and upon divers occaſions choſe rather to 
fuffcr, then to imploy the extremities of warren their defence. Beſides 
many of their , party ſeeing your Majeſtic ſo farrc ingaged in a Treaty 
of pcace, thought 1tno point of wiſdome to declare themſelves before 
they ſlaw the iſſue of it, which could not be but a great weakning to 
them, ſo as the very prezadice they haye received at your Majeſtics oc» 
caſion, doth ſufficiently oblige you in point of Iaſtice todoe ſomething 
for them, And in the name of God what heuld binder you after ſo many 
vowes and promiſes made, from performing ſa caſio and meritorious - 
a worke, 

Perhaps ſome falſe-hearted crafty Achitophel hath buzzed into your aps 
prehenſton , that if you ſhould relieve the Proteſtants in France, the 
French King might likewiſe be drawne to afziſt the Papiſts of Enge 
land againlt your Matelty; But (thankes be to God) weare notthere 
yet,for though our Papiſts haye had more ſcope given them of late,then 
all that love their Countrey copld have wiſhed yet they not grown to 
ſach a formidable height, as thatillation ſhould be thought of any con- 
ſequence. The Proteſtants of Fraxce have Lawesmade in their favour, 
and Townes given them for their defence and ſecurity, but the Papiſts 
of England, canexpec nothing fromthe Lawes of their Countrey but 
penalty, nor challenge any otber affurance then what proceeds from 
connivance, Beſides, the Tenets of the one are:knowne to bee ſo con- 
formablc to Civill Government , 2s they are, and-of right ought to be 
permitted to aſſemble themſelves both in Provinciall and Nationall Sy= 
nods, whercas the other are juſtly denicd this Liberty, becauſe both 
their poſitions and diſpoſitions are altogether repugnant to the peace 
and ſafety of the State, Well may they conſpire by ewo and two, but 
to rebell openly, the Conſtable will not ſuffer them, if they were 1n 
cale to ſhew themſelves in their Colours, we ſhould quickly bave new's 
of their friends. beyond the Sea ,.there Leing a great Prince in this 
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Werld that openly profeſſeth, the Eng/s/ Catholiques aro as dears 
to him,as his owne proper Caſtilsans, It 1s not your Majeltics exams 

le but your wiſcdome that muſt caution ypu from this danger, to 

inder them from having any forraigne aſfliſtance, There is no way 
but one to keepe them in order that they -may not bee capable of ir. 
The Church of Remz as it is,for the moſt part,grounded upon worldly 
pelicy,(o doth it above all excced in this,that it holds the parts lincked 
cogether,and poſſefies them (by I know not what faſcination) with 
ſuch alinck of confederacy, as they pertake alike in both fortunes, and 
paſſively cſpouſe one anothers Intereſts, whereas wee (if wee pray 
once a weeke) more out of. cultome then any deyotion, for the good 
eſtate of Cux1sTs Church, thinke wee haveperformed the utmoſt 
of Chriſavity. 
' Hence it is, that the Catholique cauſe makes ſnch a noyſe in the 
World,and carries all beforcit in theſe troubleſomerimes. For amongſt 
them itis not enoughto profeſſe Religion without contributing to ir, 
whercas wee thinke God ſufficiently honoured if wee belceve histruth, 


lcthim defend it that will, or if at any time wee bee urged to fight f 
our Religion, wee uſe onely the Spirituall ſword, while our Ady 


{arics arc viRorious withthe matcriall, and confound more in a day 
with the one, then Saint Perer or Saint Pax! could ever convert wit 


the other. The Princes that have given their power to the Bealt ſend 


Armies, but your Majeſly that ſhould fight the Batrailesof the Lords 
Embaſſadours, whilſt your Majeſty amazes your ſclfe to convince an 
edde crrour or two of theirs, they find meanes to conquer a whole 
Province of ours. Certainely, theſe Children of darkneſſe, are wiſer 


intheir generation, then the Children of light,and ſhall riſe up in judge- 


ment againſt us at the laſt day, for bearing more fervent affeQion ta 
the eA/roran of Rome, then wee doe tothe Goſpell of Cur is. 

| That[I may yet give your Majeſtya more lively touch of theſe things, 
let it bee lawfull for mee to change the preſent face of Relicfbw” 
throughout Chritendome, and (ce what will neceſsarily reſult, Sup 
poſe your Majeſty and the body of your State were Papiſts, and the 
Recuſants Proteſtants, the French King and the major part of that 
Kingdome Proteſtants, and the Hyugoners Papiſts; the King of Spaine, 
the Emperour, and all the Tribe of eA«ſiri« of the confeſſion of Anſs 
8+-9h, your Children and other Princes of Germany their confederates 
Roma» Catholiques, ſuppoſe (I fay, )the difference were on all parts 
the ſame (the ſides onely turned,) doth your Majeſty thinke,you could 
have ſhevwed your ſelfe deatc at ſuch crying occaſions, without ſceing 
your whole Kingdome in commotion, or that they would have ſuffe- 


red you to haye takgn your plcafurg in kunting, whilt your Childrow 
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«nd Brethren were made a prey tothe common enemy ? No aſsuredly, | 


you would have found another manncr of buſineſse of it, and feene + 


. your ſelte forced to preferre your fafcty before your caſe, Dien 05 


Hos droit, before Beats Pacrfici, you ſhould then have ſeene the. 
diffcrenceberweenea Puritan Parliament and a Popiſh, and wonder + 
at your felfe for bcing ſouncquall as to feare the one, and deſpiſothe 

other, The Popes Buls and his feircer Beaſts, would have beene con + 
einually on your back, and never left you ſafe nor quiet, till they had 
thrult you into ation, and for one Preacher of ours that chances to ler 
a word fall from him to that purpoſe, you ſhould have had all theirs 
treating of nothing elſe, no prevention could have prevailed to 
make them either (ilcar or (paring, in a cauſe that ſo highly concernes 
their holy Mother the Church, W bat then ſhall the true Religion be 
cauſe it teaches ho other Doftrine, but what agrees with the fim- 
rr and purenelle of the GoTpell bee therefore negleRed? God fore 

ia, 

They that' maintaine the excommunication, depoſition, and af- 
faſſination of Princes, would defire no better aground tor their opi- 
nion then ſuch an advantage; and it could not but anger the very Saints » 
themſelves, to fee the encinics triumph over them with fuch unlaw- | 
full weapons, Your Majclty may fay what you will of Puritans, and _ 
by thauthority of your knowne disfavour, make that good word bee 
takenin an ill ſence, butif my obſervations have not erred in {ome pats 
of Chriſtendome where I have lived, there 1s no Religion like theirs 
tor a Soveraigne, that deſires to make hitmſelte abſolute; inlomuch, as 
I wonder, that ſuch Princes that profefle Religion onely tor policy ſake, 
will ſuffer any other in their Dominions, For let a Proteltant King, 
one that I meanc rules over a people of that profteſſton,bee never 1onv- 
corioully wicked in his perſon, nor ſo enormious in his goyvernment,ſet 
bim ſtamp vice with his example, and wake it currant by being his, let 
him remove the ancicnt bound-markes cf lawfull Soveraignty, and 
make every day more yoakes and new ſcourges for his pocre people, 
tet him take reward and puniſhment out of the hands of Iultice, and 
ditribute them without r12ht or wrong, as may make his followers 
doubt whether there bee a Heaven or Hell, (which _ point of 
belcife) is a great helpe and preparative to Court preferrement. In 


ſhort, let him ſo exceed in miſcheife, ruine, and oppreſſion, as Nera 


(compared wich him,) may bee held to bee a very Father of the peo - 


-ple, when hee hathdone all that can bee imagined to procure hate, anc 
contempt, hee ſhall not for all that have occalion to fearc,but may boldly 


ein and ont to his ſports without a publique Guard or a privy Coet; 
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all that are honeſt, and aſtoniſh all that are wile, yet ſhall hee not need 
to take the leſſe dripke when hee goes to bed, or the more thought 
when hce riſes, but may ſolace himſclfe as ſecurely in his Bedchamber, 
as the grand Signiour in bis Serag/co, hare Lords Spirituall for his 
Mutes, and Lords. Temporall for his Eunuches, and whom hee will 
for his Incubus, There may hee kifle his Minions without ſhame, and 
make his Groomes his Companions without danger, who becauſc they 
arc not acquainted with his ſecret fines, a{lumes to themſclves as 
much power and reſpec, as Catholique Princes uſe togive their Con= 
fe(ſours (a pack of rayenous curres) that know no diftcrence betwixt 
the Common-weale, and one of their Maſters forreſts;- but thinke all 
other SubjcRs beaſts, are cnely made for them to prey upon, that lick 
their maſters ſoares cot whole , but ſnatch andtarke at every man that 
darcs bec found circled with theſe {weet Beagles, hee may revell and 
Jlangh when all the land mournes ; and upon every foote of ground his 
prerogative gets, bugge his Engineers, and cry with 7' iberiz4,O people 
preparcd for ſervitude, His poorc Proteſtant SubjeQs, will oncly 
th nke, hee is given them of God for the puniſhment of their ſinnes, 
and that hee ought to bee obeyed, not becauſc hee 15 good, but becaule 
hee is thetr King, not becauſe hee rules according to juſtice and equity, 
but becauſe his power isthe ordinance of God; yeathe Preachers of 
preateſt note and credit, will hold: themſelves bound in duty to praiſe 
| him againſt their conſcience, and laying aſide Divinity, make the Pul- 
pit aſtage of flattery, where you ſhall have him enduc him after a moſt 
Pocticall manner with more then all 1s vertues, and point him ſo cx- 
ecllent good, as would make all that heare them bappy, if they could 
bcleeve the thipgs of Princes, as well as thoſe of God, in ſpite of their 
- fences. Neither doc their Fatherhoods this ont of (implicity or jgno- 

rancc, (tor they are well read in the black booke of the Court, ) but out 


of a politique apd ambitious purpoſ:, to ſweetenthe peoples minds,and 
keepe them from rebelling. | 
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ty, becauſe they rather oeleeve it is due to his inerit, then to his 


power. 

The experience your Majeſty hath bad in yourlong and proſperous 
raigne, will better declare this truth then any diſcour{cof mine, I will 
therefore digreſse no further in this point, but by way of inference re- 
rurne tothe marke i doeayme at, which I doubt not, but your Maje= 
tics quick apprehenſion will ſooner hit, then T can (hew : for how can 
your Maieſty but find it more then reaſonable, to favour and afliſt a 
Religion that you ſce deſerves fo well of Princes, and all humane ſo» 
cicty, that tcacheth the tumultuous Earth the Harmony of Heaven,and 
makes men obey Kings, as the Angels doe God, that charitably bcares 
with the bad, and aboundantly requites the good : In ſhort,a Religion 
chat hates the Jefuite with a perte hatred, becauſe they are the Kings 
encemics, : : 

How ill adviſed then is that young Prince, that ſcekes with fire and 
ſword to drive this holy and true Opinion out of his Kingdome? what 
can hee pretend by this his cruelty beſides the pleaſure of making 
Martyres? would hee have all his SubicRs agree, that it is lawfull rokill 
Kings, and none leftto write againſt conſecrated Knives? would hee 
have all his great ones take pentions of his ambitions Neighbours, to 
winck at every publique preiudice that may ſerve to augment their 
eſtates and leſsen his, and none left to oppoſe the deſignes of his cn- 
vious ſupcriours in the Romany Hierarchy, who have a long time 
thought the Crown of Fraxce too goodly a thing for him or any French 
man to poſſcſle, conformable to which there is a famous worke come 
poſed by a Spaniſh Authour who for the better mannaging of Chri- 
ſtendome, his wiſedome thinkes there ſhould bee but two Monarchics, 
2 Spirituall and a Temporall, the Pope to have the one, and his Majcſty 
the otherz But ſuppole little Lews the juſt and his ſtraight Allyance 
with Spine, and his devote obſervance to Rye, may promiſe himlelte 
more aſſurance of his life and Empire, then Henry the Great his more 
worthy Father : Nevertheleſle if hee were old enough to bee wiſe, hea 
would never tcach his people {fo dangerous aleſſon, as to know their 
owne ſtrength, nor move them to take up Armes upon any occaſion 
by compelling them to defend themſelves ina juſt cauſe. How fa- 
tall it hath proved to as great Princes as himſclte, both ancient and 
moderne examples doe ſufficiently inſtrut, But I ceaſe to wonder 
at him that hearkens to lying Prophets, and ſuffers himſclfe to bee led 
2way With the Spirit of illuſton. That which moſt diſquiets my undere 
ſtanding is, that your Majeſty ſhould ſo much forget the part you have 
thoſe good people;as to (tand neuter betweene his madneſſcand their 
INNOCCRCY 
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þ-r | Hes i: blind thatknowesnot what heedoth, but God hath opened 
your Majc{tics eyes, and by his powerfull illumination barred your - 
' conſcience from all plca of ignorance, 1t is nothing fo greivous in him to 
' murther aud ſcatter CyR1$STs flock, as it is 1n your Majeſty to looke 
; On, who are as well his Deputy Shephard as ts Viceroy; indeed you 
* are nothing, nor can bee con{idered in any capacity, funRion, or dignte 
ty, Which doth not highly obiige you to take the cauſe of theſe poore 
men to heart, and employ your potent meancs for their preſervation. 
Hitherto you Fave put God Almighty to doe miracles for them, who 
= will not ſuRer them to periſh for his owne names fake,

; | thallno ſooner exceed words, and ſhew your (elfercall inthis worthy 
 relolution, but the football will preſently bee on your (ide, and then 
it will bee your turne to receive Emoaſſadours as faſt, as you bave lent 
them for the mediation of peace, That which is now held too much 
za grant, your Majeſty way then thinke too little, and havethe more; 
For che profit cannot but anſwer your honour, When you ſhall {eeit in 
veur power to ſell the Warre to your Subjedts, and the peace to your 
Enemies, at what rate you plcaſcs 

A traffique farre better becomming a great Prince, then that of Tf» 
les and Otttees, and ſuch like petty commodities of Court, 

I would here willingly make an cnd, but there is one motive more

zeltics conſideration, and that is, that your Majeſty hath ever expreſſed
